Returning, after milkint;, abe went up- 
stairs juat UB the girl, who hod wandered 
upataint, drank tbe poison. 
' Tbeagonizedmothercalledforaid imme- 
diately, summoning Dr. Dniiels, and she 
herself worked over the baby. 

Not much had been swallowed end the 
child lived during the night. It was im- 
possible to Bave her life, however, and Sat- 
urday morning, about 9 o'clock, sho died. 

The mother is prostrated. The child's 
father, John Murk, ia employed at tbe Dow 
mill.

AT SILVER LAKE 

Another mysterious Are occurred nmon? 
the ice houses of Kenoalia county juat niter 
G o'clock Sunday ovenin?, when the big 
house ownml by the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany situated on the east shore of Silver Lako 
wna completed dextoyedby a fire of unknown 
origin. There badbnen no fire in tbe build- 
ing for montha and the umuagcraof the com- 
pany find no explanation o£ the mysterious 
bluze. 

Just after o'clock G^benmcn on the lake 
noticed iv little column of smoke coniini^out 
of the roof of the big building and tbe alarm 
of Sro was given. There was no apparnt* 
ua for fighting the fire and in half an hour 
tbe gretU structure was a mesa of flames. 
The flames spread to all porta of tbe build- 
ing and tbe fire was carried to the rooFa oC 
surrounding buildings and several of them 
caught fire.' The people ut the lake man- 
aged to save tbe smaller buildings, but the 
ice house and barna owned by tbe ice oim- 
ponies a short distance from tbo ice. bouse 
waa completely destroyed. The horaea were 
removed from the barn, butalarge amount 
of bay and gruiu woa burned with it. 

The. ice bouse was partially Blled with 
ice nnd the Joss from the Are will be a 
heavy one. The house was one of tbe largest 
at Silvor Lake and bad a capacity of thou- 
sands of tons. It was a new bouse bavin^ 
been erected only a few years aip). The 
loBsiseatimntedattbirtyto forty tbouadnd 
dollars with partial insurance. Added to 
this thero will bo a heavy toss of ice de- 
stroyed. Today the big pile of ice left on 
the site of tbe house is being transforeed to 
other liouses, but it will bepoasiblo to save 
only a small poriion of it.

Now York. . Juno 12- — Indictments 
for forgery antl perjury ngdlnst Dr. 
Woltor a. OlUetto, and for forgery and 
.flllog faloo Btatomeats against Robert 
A- Orannisa, botb former vlco prcsl- 
dontB of tbo Mutual bife Insurance 
company, were rctiirnod Monday by 
the special grand Jury which has been 
Investigating lQBur;iiK:e affairs for the 
post six wceka. 

Six Indictments were found agalost 
Dr. GlUetto, five for forgery In the 
third degree, and one for perjury. Mr. 
Gronnlea was Indicted for forgery and 
for making false atatemouts to the In- 
suranco department, the latter being a 
m la demeanor. 

Both defendants Immediately aur 
rendered them solves and were admit- 
ted to ball.. 

The forgerj' Indictments agalnat Dr. 
Glllctto are baaed upon alleged falao 
entries in the books of tlie company 
and the perjury charge growa out ot 
his testimony before the grand Jury. 

The forgery Indictment against 
Oronnlss Is based upon alleged falsa 
entries upon tho annual report of the 
Mutual for 1D04 to the Insurance de- 
partment. It Is alleged that the aum 
of $1,044,058.23, the net profits of the 
company for 1901, was not noted In 
that report, but was concealed by Mr. 
GrannlBs. The misdemeanor charge 
of making false statements grows out 
of the filing of tho alleged false roport 
to the Insurance department. 
Allege False Entry. 
Tho first indictment agalnat OH- 
lette recites that while vice preslldent 
flf the Mutual, on May 4. 1904. h« 
■cauaed to bo made in the account book 
of tho company known as the blotter, 
a false entry that |4,S00 had been paid 
to tho firm of George McKlbbin 
& Son for odvertlslng Indebtedness, 
when as a matter of fact neither that 
sum nor any other aum was paid to 
Oeorgo McKlbbin & Son. 

Tho second Indictment charges that 
on the same date a fraudulent entry o( 
$20,G0l. for printing and stationery 
was made, when as a matter of fact 
only $12,701 was paid for that pur- 
jtose. 

The third Indictment charges that 
on May 11, 1004, tlie defendant made 
a falsa cntrj- In the cash book. Indicat- 
ing the payment of $C,387 for advertis- 
ing, when aa a matter of fact only 
?2,87G had been spent for that purpose. 
Tho fourth Indictment charges that 
on May 4, 1004, the defendant caused 
to be entered In the blotter a fraudu- 
lent entry that the aum of $3,400 Imd 
been paid to Charles E. Parsons for 
stationery and printing, when as a 
matter of fact neither that nor any 
other sum bad been ao paid. 

The fifth Indictment charges that on 
Way 11, 1004, a fraudulent entry wag 
made In the blotter that $3,511 had 
been paid to George McKlbbin & Son, 
wben In fact no sum at all had been 
paid. All five of the Indictments 
charge forgery In the third degree. 
Berjury Is Charged, 
The sixth Indictment charging per- 
jury recites that tho defendant for two 
years prior to April 1, IDOG, was an 
ufllcer of tho Mutual Life, and that on 
May 11, 1900, he appeared Iwfore the 
grand Jury and was sworn. The In- 
dictment cbarees that It was material 
to the Investigation to learn whether 
a certain bank account at Dobbs Ferry 
was Gillette's personal account and 
from what source the depoBlts had 
been obtained. It charges that ha 
feloniously declared under oath that it 
was his personal account and that It 
liad been obtained from his personal 
nccount elsewhere, wben aa a matter 
of fact the account was as trustee of 
the Mutual Life, and tho money de- 
po5lte:l had not come from the d& 
fondant's personal account, but from 
the funds ot the Mutual Life. 

Tho Indictment against Granniss 
for forgery In the third degree charges 
that bla report for tho year ending 
December 31, 1904, filed with the state 
FUpcrtntendent of insurance,, failed to 
make any report whatever of profit 
und income from the sale and matur- 
ity of ledger assota, while as a matter 
of face the company's not profit from 
that source for the year Indicated It 
T/aa $1,044,058,23. It charges that on 
February 28, the defendant, well 
knowing the premlsea, caused tho re- 
port to bo prepared and verified un< 
der oath by two of the offlcers ot tha 
of tho company, ft was his duty, the 
hullotmont charges, to havo Indicated 
nnd shown thla profit and Income aa 
It was a material particular In the af- 
fairs of the corporation. 

The second Indictment against 
Oraimlss charges a misdemeanor, the 
Indictment being baaed upon the aamt 
facts as alleged in that charging forg* 
ery. It charges that Qrannlaa, "well 
knowing the statement to be false, un 
lawfully concurred In having tho re- 
)iort so prepared and tho statement 
containing false and untrue statomonta 
tranamtttod to the auperlntendcnt oj 
Insurance."

Butter Is Made in the Old- 

Fnihloned Way. 

"The chances are ton to one or bet- 
ter," aald a woodonwaro mim, "that 
tho butter you buy nt tho grocery 
Btora now waa modo In a creamery, 
for the great bulk of tho butter con- 
Bumed In this country Is now made In 
milk ostubllshnionta. Out thero la 
still some butter made by hand, and 
wo still sell churns right along. 
■ "The greater number of those now 
sold are of the cylinder typo, oper- 
ated by a crank, turning within the 
churn a wheel with poddlos, somo- 
tlmcs like the paddlowheol of a ateam- 
boat; but we still sell, aa well, ohurna 
of the old-fushlonod da:;hor typc^ auch 
aa our grandfatherauBCd, and stlcb ai 
their grandfathers use>l boforo them, 
I might add that the old-faehloncd 
dashorchurn Is atUl, na It has always 
been, painted blue, 

"VVho aim buys these old style 
band cburna In the day of machine 
nmdo butter? Why, so to speak, tho 
oldest people, and tho moat modern. 

"They are bought by small farm- 
ers keeping only one or a few cows, 
who naturally continue to mnko their 
own butter, nnd who mako It, of 
course, with a hand churn.

If anyone expected the report to bo 
nn antt-c)tmnx afler alt' the diEgUKltoc 
ttoriea that had been printed about Chicago 
conditions, they were disappointed. Tho 
report isBomo degrees worse than anything 
that baa I>een written even by the most sen- 
sational newspapers. It jb not acnaatlon- 
ul intone. -In fact it is deadly cold and 
precise, prefaced by the filatement that tho' 
many offers of testimony bud Wen made lo 
thecotrimiBrfJontra, they were Gom polled to 
declined them and that the report as sub- 
mitted was simply what they hud seen with 
their own eyca and not what they had been 
told by any witness interested or otherwise. 
The President by way of comnjRnt on this 
report says that ho has already ordered that 
tho inspection lablea Waring the govern- 
ment certificato shall only be placed on such 
meat packets as have been actually inspected 
nndshnirBlato merely that the animal when 
einugntered was inspected and found fit for 
food.

But while the government ia 
attending to the internal economy of the 
packing houaes and endeavoring to clean 
them up, it might be well to put in a word 
for the poor beasts whoao ultimate destin- 
ation ia the nolBome packing diatriot of 
Chicago, The humane society all over the 
tho country for years have called attention 
to the condi tiona preceding the slaughter of 
the animals in Chicago.

ruthless Zulu conqueror, who welded 
Into the stock of the Amazulu, the 
peopJo of the heavcnif, all the young 
men of the various tribes he con- 
quered, hicorporatlng them Into regi- 
ments and thus bulldlrg up a power- 
ful military nation, eays the South 
African Sun. Yet It was to Dlnglsl- 
wnyo the Wanderer th^t the Inception 
was due. This man, the son of the 
chief of the Umtetwa, was driven Into 
exile In consequence of an abortive 
plot to seize the reins of power. 

During that exile he lived In Capo 
Colony and saw the military' methods 
of the British. With Instinctive 
genius bo saw how the Idea could be 
adapted to hta own nation and on 
his return and accession to the chlef> 
talnshlp he divided his people Into 
regiments, dlatlnsulBhlng them by 
names and by a special color ot shield 
tor each regiment, though for a time 
they retained the umkonto or throw- 
ing ssBCgal aa their chlof weapon. 
He. heard the great use made by the 
British infantry ot their favorite 
weapon, the bayonet, and so he re- 
placed the Umkonto by tho Ixwn or 
hroad'bladed stabbing assegat. 

The peculiarity of the Zulu tactics 
has earned It the name of the crescent 
formation for attack nnd It la note- 
worthy that, broadly speaking. It was 
the method employed by tho Boers 
In their Invasion of Natal and adopt- 
ed by Lord Roberts In his advance 
through Orange Illvcr Colony, and It 
was tho fear of Its success which kept 
the Boers contlntially on the run. 
The best thing with which to compare 
It . Is the head et the stag-beaded 
beetle. Hems nro thrown out widely 
on cither flank, while the main body 
forms the head Itself. From tho main 
body a small force Is detached to on- 
gage the enemy while .the horns creep 
around the flanks. 

Thla force In ,tho days of Tyaka wag 
frequently dlapntched with the com* 
mand, "Go, sons of Zulu, go and re- 
turn no more," and death at the bands 
ot their tellews was the fate of those 
who returned. While thia force was 
holding the enemy the homa cdrrlod 
out their task It possible and ae soon 
as the two horns bad met In the rear 
ot the enemy, the head or cheat waa 
launched upon the. position and In the 
upshot, aa a rule, the whole : force of 
the foe tasted the assegai. For la that 
war no quarter was given or aaked^

If tho pond were covered with an 
opaque roof with a circular window 
cut In It Tbo objects surrounding 
the pond, such as trees, houses or 
people, must appear around tlie rim of 
the circle ot light, but the liumna be- 
ing la unable to get a'clcar notion of 
their nppcarnncc, since bis eyes arc 
not adapted to distinct vision under 
water. 

Reasoning from this fact, it occur- 
red to Jlr, Wood that a very gaoil 
notion of bow these things- appear to 
th9 fish would be obtained by immers- 
ing a camera in water and photo- 
graphing the circle of light. HIa ap- 
paratus was constructed out of a lard 
pall, a short focus lens provided with 
a very small diophragra being ce- 
mented over a hole perforated in a 
metal disk which rested on a rim 
soldered around the Inside of th*^ pall. 
The plato' was placed on the uottom 
of tho pall and the whole tilled with 
,:4^pan water In a dark room. The lens 
'^"wifS^covered by a metal cap, operated 
by a handle on tbo outsldo of the pall. 
The apparatus was set on the ground, 
and the surface of the water covered 
with a sheet of glass to prevent rip- 
ples, tho pall being so full that the 
glass was in contact with the water. 
This arrangement obviated the neces- 
sity of Immeraing the affair In a poad^ 
^Bince the function of the latter was 
performed by the water In the pall 
atKivo the lens, 

A njimber of interesting pictures 
wore taken, among them being Mount 
Vernon Place as It would appear to a 
Gall submerged In a pond near the 
ba.se of the lloa. The monument Is 
plainly shown, and tne adjacent build- 
ings can b^ plainly made out around 
tho rim ot the circle of light 



PACKING PLANT IN FLAMES 

&rmour Oleo Building at Omoba Is 

Destroyed hy Plre, Causing 

Heavy Z>09s, 

Omaha, Neb., Juno 12.— A fire which 
started at about 11:30 o'clock Monday 
night gutted the building occupied by 
the oico department of the Armour 
packing plant nt South Omaha causing 
tho death of one man and n pecuniary 
loss estimated at |10 0,000. 

The origin ot the fire Is not known, 
tt started on the top door of the five- 
story building oCGi)pled by Uie oleo 
plant and so ludnmablo were tho con- 
tents ot the building that all effort to 
chock the tiames were unavailing. 

The oleo building stands bettroen 
the main ofQce and tho killing depart- 
ment aad for some time it was be- 
lieved that the entire plant would be 
destroyed. 

Vigorous work by the firemen of the 
company and the South Omaha depart- 
ment, however, confined the fire to the 
original building. 

Cornelius Denny, a member ot the 
Armour fire dopartmont, fell from the 
top of th<? building and died wUhIn n 
few minutes. 

R. C. Howe, general manager of tlie 
western plants of the Armour com- 
pany, snld lo a reporter that tho value 
of the building was $TG,O0O and of its 
contents $100,000. The loss Is fully 
covered by Instirance. 

Mr. Howe said the work ot rebuild- 
ing the plant would be begun as soon 
as the debris has cooled so as to per- 
mit of Its removal.

The prlaoo gimrds had opened hIa 
cell door and said: "Tucker, wo are 
ready," Tho cobdemned man stepped 
quickly from his cell and scarcely be- 
fore the legal wltnosaos to tho execu- 
tion, who numbered six persons, bad 
realized that tho final moment was at 
hand, ho had appeared before them In 
advance of tho Jail offlclals, 

Just before reaching the electric 
chair Tucker draw, from tho right hand 
pocket of his trousers a piece at pa- 
per. From this paper he read me- 
chanically and In a tone so low that 
the witnesses could bear but a few ot 
tho words, Tbo exact phaseology was 

Condemned Man Calm, 
cnJy learned when the paper, which 
Tucker had replaced In bis pocket 
with wonderful deliberation and calm- 
ness after be had fin 1 shod reading — 
woJB removed from his clothing after 
hIa death. 

Warden Benjamin F. Bridges raised 
his' hand and tho electrician tlrrew 
down his electric switch. 

No sound camo from Tucker as be 
lunged forward and after three appli- 
cations he was pronounced dead, 

This is'aa Tucker's final utterance: 
"I hope that God will forgive mo for 
all the wrongs 1 have ever done In my 
past life. I forgive everybody who has 
wronged mo. I am at peace with my 
Maker. May God bavo mercy on my 
eoul," 

Electrocution Successful, 

Tucker then sat down in tho chnir, 
and after the guards had adjusted the 
Ltraps tbo warden raised his hand as 
a signal lo tho electrician. 

Tho medical witnessca agreed that 
tho electrocution was successful, and 
that Tucker wait unconscious. It not 
quite dead at the very moment that 
the 1,820 volts of electricity passed 
through him. 

The dcith aentenco was inflicted 
speedily and the witncsacs bad re- 
turned to the prison oOlce in less than 
^0 minutes.
